Egypt. — The plague regulations of February 8 against arrivals from 
Port Louis, Mauritius, are again in force. 

British East Africa. — The English consul-general at Mombassa 
promulgated, on December 16, 1898, quarantine regulations for the pro- 
tection of the entire province, with the exception of Mombassa, Lamu, 
and Kismahu. The conditions are as follows : 

No persons or merchandise arriving from infected or suspected ports 
shall land at any port or place of East Africa, excepting only Mom- 
Lamu, and Kismayu, unless they can show a clean bill of health
